providing for a fixed daily supply of water by means of the said 
waterworks for the purposes of the said asylum and obliging the 
governors and their successors to pay to the sanitary authority a 
fixed annual sum for such supply (which annual sum shall be provided 
for by presentment as part of the expenses of the maintenance of such 
asylum) and such agreement shall be binding on the governors in office 
at the time of the making thereof and on their successors and provision 
shall be made by the grand jury for the time being by presentment for 
payment of the sums thereby agreed to be paid.
